The Secret of Growth 


Only growing Christians are normal 
Christians. If we are not thus normal, 
growing in grace as God asks us to do, 
we are sinning. God tells us how we 
may grow. To young Christians he says: 
“As newborn babes, desire the sincere 
milk of the word, that ye may grow 
thereby” (1 Pet. 2:2). There is no such 
thing as growing in the Christian life 
unless we feed on the Bible, the Word 
of God; and we must use both those por- 
tions that are “milk” and also the “strong 
meat” portions (Heb. 5:12). A Christian 
woman writes to a friend that she and 
her friends have longed for a triumphant 
message to be proclaimed in their city, 
a message of “growth in grace through 
sensitive obedience to the Holy Spirit’s 
voice in the little as well as big things 
of daily life.” Here is another secret 
of growth. Obedience as: well as faith 
is imperative for the growing Christian. 
The old hymn, “Trust and Obey,” is 
Scripturally true. And often it is easier 
to obey in the big things than in the 
little things. We sometimes think we 
can ignore obedience in what we call 
trifles; let us remember the saying cred- 
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ited to the great sculptor, Michelangelo: 
“Trifles make perfection; and perfection 
is no trifle.” Therefore let us “grow in 
grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ” (2 Pet. 3:18).

The Faithfulness of God 


God’s work is maintained by his 
faithfulness, not by ours. There was an 
encouraging word concerning this, early 
this month, in the French calendar, 
Méditations Quotidiennes, from Lau- 
sanne. The text for the day was a 
portion of 2 Timothy 2:13, “He abideth 
faithful: he cannot deny himself,” and 
the writer, commenting upon it, said: 
“If God dismissed his unfaithful serv- 
ants, most of us would be in perpetual 
unemployment. But he does not act in 
that way. I used to wonder at God’s 
patience toward the poor sinner; now I 
wonder more at his patience toward the 
saints. Marvelous is the grace that con- 
descends to forgive the unworthy and 
guilty sinner, but still more marvelous 
is the grace that goes out toward’‘a serv- 
ant who deserves to be set aside. May 
this thought be a comfort to our hearts !”

cherib, king of Assyria, had ob- 

tained money from Hezekiah, but, 
instead of withdrawing his army as he 
had promised to do, he had sent three 
of his generals with a great host against 
Jerusalem to besiege the city. Rab- 
shakeh, the chief spokesman of Senna- 
cherib’s generals, with blasphemous 
boasts made clear to Judah’s people what 
the Assyrian king’s intentions were: 
utterly to destroy the city of Jerusalem 
unless it were surrendered into his 
hands. It must have taxen extreme self- 
control on'the part of Hezekiah’s sub- 
jects to obey their king’s command and 
“answer him not.” But the record reads: 
“The people held their peace, and an- 
swered him not a word” (2 Kings 18:38). 
Instead, they came, with clothes rent, 
and told Hezekiah all about it. 

Yes, Judah was in sore straits. But 
she had one thing for which to give 


J ox was in sore straits. Senna- 


devout thanks: she had a king who 
feared Jehovah. Something that has 
puzzled people always is that often godly 
parents have children who, in spite of 
their heredity, and environment, and 
training, grow up to be anything but 
godly. Is it not as much a marvel that 
sometimes bad fathers and mothers have 
good sons and daughters? Here is Heze- 
kiah, one of the best of Judah’s kings, 
the son of Ahaz, one of her worst. It 
was fortunate indeed for Judah that in 
this crisis she had King Hezekiah on the 
throne. 

The people came, then, in great dis- 
tress, to report to their king Rab- 
shakeh’s impudent and insulting threats. 
But what could Hezekiah do against 
the great Assyrian army? It looked as 
if the powers of evil might triumph, 
and Jerusalem be swallowed up, even 
as Rab-shakeh had threatened. But 
Hezekiah knew where to find help, and 
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was not too proud to ask for it. He 
went up to the house of the Lord, there 
to meditate and pray, and hear what God 
would speak. Also he sent messengers 
to Isaiah, the prophet of God, to bespeak 
his prayers also on behalf of Judah. And 
God did speak, and through Isaiah the 
comforting message came back that As- 
syria’s king would return to his own 
land, and Jerusalem be delivered. 

Sennacherib, however, alarmed by 
rumors of new invasions of his own 
territory, was all the more determined 
to gain Jerusalem. So again he threat- 
ened Hezekiah and the people of Judah, 
in a blasphemous letter boasting of his 
conquests, and belittling the power of 
Jehovah to deliver. What poise, born 
of childlike faith, Hezekiah exhibited ! 
It is simply recorded: “And Hezekiah 
received the letter of the hand of the 
messengers, and read it: and Hezekiah 
went up into the house of the Lord, and 
spread it before the Lord” (2 Kings 19: 
14). What else could he do? 

What else can we do, when trouble 
comes on us as a storm and there seems 
no escape? What-.are we, poor, weak, 
helpless, against the greater power of 
the distress that would engulf us? What 
help is there for the little nations of the 
earth, in these days when those with 
greater power, ignoring all justice, would 
swallow them up? Our hearts go out to 
them in sympathy; we are indignant 
because of the wrongs they suffer; but 
can we help them at all? How can we, 
so far removed ftom their scenes of 
suffering, with so little real understand- 
ing of their needs, pray for them in- 
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telligently and effectively? Well, we 
can at least, as did Hezekiah, spread all 
the matter before the Lord. We can 
take the whole unfathomable problem, 
too great for our solving, to him, and lift 
our hearts in adoration and thanksgiv- 
ing, acknowledging his might and power 
and wisdom and mercy. Then let us 
be assured God will hear the desires of 
our hearts, for which we can find not 
even the words, and will, even as he 
did for Hezekiah, send an answer, and 
sooner or later reveal his power. 

What little value we must place on 
the power of prayer, when we are so 
slow to avail ourselves of its privileges! 
Do we really believe that God hears us 
when we come to him sincerely and 
humbly, in faith? Then why are we 
so hesitant, so loath to give of our time, 
that the blessings he has promised might 
be ours? When problems come that are 
too perplexing for our solving, burdens 
too great for our bearing, should it not 
be the most natural thing for us, as 
God’s children, without effort to lift our 
hearts to our Heavenly Father, as we 
lay all before him? Surely that is what 
he would have us do first of all, before 
we exhaust ourselves seeking our own 
solutions or trying to carry a load too 
heavy for our human strength. 

“Having therefore, brethren, boldness 
to enter into the holy place by the blood 
of Jesus ... let us draw near with a 
true heart in fulness of faith” (Heb. 10: 
19, 22). 

“Lord, to whom shall we go? thou hast 
the words of eternal life” (John 6:68).

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Are You Praying for 
Nation-Wide Revival ?

I 
had the privilege and joy of bringing this 
article before our men’s Bible class at a 
recent meeting. They promised to pray 
for the leaders of the crusade. We are 
forming prayer bands, and are going to 
hold cottage prayer meetings. Could you 
give me any further particulars about the 
crusade, or the address of anyone who 
could?—A New Jersey reader. 


The article in the Tres of January 13 
was by Dr. Paul W. Rood, President of 
the World’s Christian Fundamentals As- 
sociation, and told of the Association’s 
prayerful plans for a nation-wide cru- 
sade for the purpose of meeting with 
evangelical Christians of all denomina- 
tions and enlisting multitudes in prayer 
for a nation-wide revival. The objec- 
tive is “one million intercessors praying 
daily for a spiritual awakening in Amer- 


ica.” Scripture passages being claimed 
for this crusade are the following: 


If any of you lack wisdom, let him ask 
of God, that giveth to all men liberally, 
and upbraideth not; and it shall be given 
him (Jas. 1:5). 

Call unto me, and I will answer thee, and 
shew thee great and mighty things which 
thou knowest not (Jer. 33:3). 


A special word from the Lord which 
the leaders believe was given them as a 
crusade motto, is the following: “Ah 
Lord God! behold, thou hast made the 
heaven and the earth by thy great power 
and stretched out arm, and there is 
nothing too hard for thee” (Jer. 32:17). 

A three-day conference is being held 
by this crusade in most cities, and meet- 
ings are being conducted for ministers, 
businessmen, women, young people, and 
children; with a mass meeting at night 
in the largest auditorium available. 

The crusade was carried on during 
January in Southern California, Arizona, 
New Mexico, Oklahoma, and Texas. 
February was spent in Missouri, Kansas, 
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Nebraska, Iowa, and Minnesota. The 
states to be covered in March are Wis- 
consin, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, and 
Ohio. April will bring the crusade to 
West Virginia, Tennessee, Georgia, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Virginia, 
Maryland, and Washington, D. C. May 
will include New York, New Jersey, and 
Pennsylvania, the climax of this first 
series being reached in a great national 
convention to be held in Philadelphia, 
May 19-26. 

The itinerary of the Fundamentals Na- 
tional Crusade was published in THE 
Sunpay ScuHoot Times of February 10, 
giving names of churches where the 
meetings are held. Further information 
may be had by addressing Dr. Paul W. 
Rood, 341 Kenneth Road, Glendale, 
Calif. and enclosing a stamped self- 
addressed envelope for reply. Dr. Rood 
will welcome letters such as this from 
the New Jersey reader, reporting on 
prayer co-operation and local plans for 
fellowship in this great work. A young, 
wide-awake Christian, the son of a mis- 
sionary, made a sacrificial’ contribution 
to the crusade and remarked: “This is 
God’s last call to America; if this pro- 
gram does not turn the tide, then the 
situation is hopeless. May we not be 
disobedient to the heavenly vision.”

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Herbert Hoover's Vision of “The New Cavalry” 


How the Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse have 
today been increased to nine

HE urge within me cannot be 
[resisted I sat down to continue 
to place before my readers the 
fifteen world-wide events or conditions 
that the Word of God reveals as coming 
in the days that are to bring back to 
earth the King, with whose presence 
the Kingdom of God is to come to earth 
— fifteen events or conditions whereof 
we can say, “It has not been so before.” 
I have already pointed to two such signs: 
1. The synchronization of war, famine, 
pestilence, and earthquake, each being 
unprecedented in human history in ex- 
tent, in violence, and in destruction. 
2. Anti-Semitism, unprecedented since 
the days of Christ in extent of suffering 
and of desolation. 


The March Toward Armageddon 


As-I was about to present the next 
of these significant events which have 
not been so before, I picked up the 
morning paper to see what progress the 
nations made yesterday on their march 
to Armageddon (for every day, with 
amazing speed, brings that Gentile de- 
bacle nearer). My eye caught a bit of 
news coming from New York last night. 
A former President of the United States 
stood to address the Overseas Press Club 
in that city. The morning paper tells 
the story: 


Hoover made no mention ,of either 
Hitler or Stalin in his address, but 
there was no mistaking his reference 
to Nazi and Soviet doctrines when he 
declared the Four Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse have today been increased 
to nine, and listed “the new cavalry”: 

“Imperialism, the destroyer of the 
independence of nations; 

“Intolerance, the destroyer of mi- 
norities; 

“Statism, the destroyer of personal 
liberty; 

“Atheism, the destroyer of faith; 

“Hate, the destroyer of the unity of 
mankind. 

“After these ride war and death. 
And finally there sweep famine and 
pestilence ... 

“These destroyers will profoundly 
affect American life even if they do 
not visit our own shores.” 


These words came from the lips of 
one who but a few short years ago stood 
at the helm of one of the most powerful 
Ships of State in all the world, a man 
who is still one of the world’s most 
trusted advisers. Thus one of the world’s 
most far-sighted statesmen sees as the 
prophets saw, the estate in which the 


Dr. Bauman’s belief that we are 
nearing the end of this age is strik- 
ingly confirmed in a recent letter to 
the editors from a keen observer 
in Europe. 


“Israel and the nations are guilty,” 
says the writer. “They have gone 
their own way, idolatry has been the 
rule, pride the motive. The war 
that is being waged now is God’s 
warning,— perhaps the last, — be- 
fore the universal outpouring of the 
vials of his wrath. It is as if the 
Lord were pleading a last time with 
the world at large and especially 
with his people to give him the lord- 
ship which is his right. It does not 
take more than a cursory reading of 
the news concerning the European 
situation to show the student the 
‘more sure word of prophecy’ that 
the Lord is preparing the world for 
the final battle of this age. 


“In spite of all official neutrality, 
Europe is divided into two camps, 
so far as sympathies are concerned. 
It is safe to say that Russia and Ger- 
many are thrown on their own more 
and more. Follow the Russo-Ger- 
man frontiers in Europe and you fol- 
low almost the frontiers of the Ro- 
man Empire. Very small political 
changes will be needed to make the 
frontiers conform completely. The 
scene is thus being prepared for the 
greatest massacre that the world has 
ever witnessed.” 


In this eleventh article in his 
series, “Light from Bible Prophecy 
on the European War and Its Re- 
sults,” Dr. Bauman shows how 
closely a recent address of Ex-Presi- 
dent Hoover’s parallels several Bible 
prophecies. In early issues he will 
set forth the remaining thirteen of 
the “Signs of the End That Have 
Never Occurred Before.” 








Gentile colossi and all their satellites 
find themselves at the evening of man’s 
days—six thousand years (compare 2 
Pet. 3:8) — upon this earth. Wet us con- 
sider this statesman’s marvelous conden- 
sation of the world’s outstanding trends, 
which fit so perfectly into the mold of 
the great prophecies that describe world 
conditions as they must be when the 
sands of man’s day run low. 

Former President Hoover has summed 
up the situation in a way that largely 
agrees with the prophecies of the “holy 


men of God [who] spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost” (2 Pet. 1:21). 
However, he declared (as reported) that 
“the task of re-establishing civilization 
in Europe will rest with the United 
States.” If, within his idea of “civiliza- 
tion,” there is cessation of “wars and 
rumors of wars,” followed by peace, con- 
tentment, righteousness, and justice, then 
the task can never rest with a state that 
within itself is growing less and less 
law-abiding, and more and more apos- 
tate, morally and spiritually, with each 
tick of the clock. The civilization that 
is worth while awaits the return of 
the Son of God from the heavens! 


Nine Horsemen Now 


Mr. Hoover has previously expressed 
his conviction, as we recall, that the 
“Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse” are 
riding today in their saddles. Now he 
insists that they have been joined by 
five other, and that nine “horsemen” 
now ride. Whether Mr. Hoover real- 
izes it or not, the five he names are all 
Biblical horsemen who are to ride the 
pathways of the earth in the van of the 
famous four. ‘And all nine are to ride 
together to battle, and to their doom 
against the great white charger whereon 
shall be seated “The Word of God,” 
“Faithful and True,” “KING OF KINGS, 
AND LORD OF LORDS” (Rev. 19:11- 
16). If Mr. Hoover has appraised our 
generation aright, can any true believer 
in a covenant-keeping God fail of the 
conviction that man’s six days (6,000 
years) are drawing to a close in gigantic 
failure, and that the Lord’s day is at 
hand? 

The first horseman in the line of “the 
new cavalry” is named by Mr. Hoover: 

“IMPERIALISM: The destroyer of the 
independence of nations.” 

Exactly that horseman, according to 
all the prophets, is to ride. The lexicog- 
rapher will tell you that imperialism is 
the centralization of power or govern- 
mental authority into the hands of one 
man—an emperor, czar, or dictator. 
Exactly that shall be in the dusk of 
man’s day. It is written: 


And I stood upon the sand of the 
sea, and saw a beasi rise up out of the 
sea, having seven heads and ten horns, 
and upon his horns ten crowns . 
and the dragon gave him his power, 
and his seat, and great authority ... 
and power was given him over all 
kindreds, and tongues, and nations 
(Rev. 13:1-7). 


Utterly blind is that man who cannot 
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see that within the last score of years 
a world, supposedly “safe for democ- 
racy,” has rushed with incredible speed 
into the arms of imperialism. Even the 
democracies, so-called, on one pretext or 
another have more or less resigned them- 
selves into the arms of some pretended 
saviour from human ill. 

Mr. Hoover names the second horse- 
man: 

“INTOLERANCE: 
norities.” 

And that horseman also is on the 
march over’the earth. His foul breath 
pollutes the sanctuaries of the Church 
as well as of the state. But it is writ- 
ten: 

Know this, that in the last days 
... all that would live godly in Christ 
Jesus shall suffer persecution (2 Tim. 
3:1, 12). 

And I beheld another beast coming 
up out of the earth; ... and he had 
power to... cause that as many as 
would not worship the image of the 
beast should be killed. And he causeth 
all, both small and great, rich and 
poor, free and bond, to receive a mark 
in their right hand, or in their fore- 
heads: and that no man might buy or 
sell, save he that had the mark, or 
the name of the beast, or the number 
of his name (Rev. 13:11-17). 


Yes, the horseman Intolerance rides. 
The Jew knows it well. Christians in 
German and Russian “Concentration 
Camps” can testify also. In fact, politi- 
cal and religious minorities everywhere 
can likewise testify. ; 

The third horseman in this “new cav- 
alry” is named: 

“Statism: The destroyer of personal 
liberty.” 

When the state sets itself up to pos- 
sess the bodies and the souls of men, 
that is Statism, or Statolatry. As it was 
at the first advent of our Lord, even 
thus shall it be at his second advent 
— Rome, the state, was worshiped as 
the supreme deity. To the temple of 
Capitoline Jupiter marched the wor- 
shiper of Rome, with his thank-offerings. 
And the Christians who refused to march 
died by the tens of thousands! 

As the Seer of Patmos scanned the 
vistas of twenty centuries ahead, he 
saw them dying again, “slain for the. 
word of God, and for the testimony 
which they held” (Rev. 6:9). Nebuchad- 
nezzar, the state, will again erect the 
image of a world religion; and as the 
Seer beheld, “It was given unto him 
to make war with the saints” (Rev. 13:

7). Once again the imperialistic decree 
will be heard in the earth: “If ye wor- 
ship not, ye shall be cast ... into the 


midst of a burning fiery furnace; and 
who is that God that shall deliver you 
out of my hands?” (Dan. 3:15.) 

The Church having been “caught up” 
(1 Thess. 4:17), the “saints” will then 
be of the children of Israel who will 
have been turned away from their idols 
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by the testimony of “two witnesses” 
(Rev. 11:3), one of whom will be Elijah 
(Mal. 4:5, 6). Then, when they “shall 
see the abomination of desolation” (Matt. 
24:15) set up for their worship, they 
shall refuse to bow the knee. “Then 
shall be great tribulation, such as was 
not since the beginning of the world to 
this time, no, nor ever shall be” (Matt. 
24:21). And when Israel is in the fur- 
nace of her greatest tribulation, then 
again the Son of God shall be seen 
“walking in the midst of the fire” (Dan. 
3:25), even as he walked in Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s furnace. Verily, “the Lord will 
be the hope of his people” (Joel 3:16). 

The fourth personage riding in “the 
new cavalry” is named: 

“ATHEISM: The destroyer of faith.” 

The “sure word of prophecy” even so 
declares. “When the Son of man cometh, 
shall he find faith on the earth?” (Luke 
18:8.) “Now the Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly, that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giving heed 
to seducing spirits, and doctrines of 
devils” (1 Tim. 4:1). “This know also, 
that in the last days perilous times shall 
come. For men shall be .. . lovers of 
pleasure more than lovers of God” (2 
Tim. 3:1, 2, 4). “For the time will come 
when they will not endure sound doc- 
trine” (2 Tim. 4:3). “That day [the 
day of Christ] shall not come, except 
there come a falling away first, and that 
man of sin be revealed, the son of per- 
dition” (2 Thess. 2:3, 4). . 

The Antichrist will deify himself. “And 
all that dwell upon the earth shall wor- 
ship him, whose names are not written 
in the book of life’ (Rev. 13:8). Thus 
the world will turn to atheism, and wor- 
ship an atheist as its god. Ex-President 
Hoover says: “We are on the way!” 
Communism, Socialism, Fascism — athe- 
istic or of atheistic tendencies — one and 
all! And they are sweeping on over the 
whole world. Colleges, universities, and 
even church seminaries are everywhere 
more and more being permeated with 
the leaven of hell—atheism ! 

The fifth of the riders in “the new cav- 
alry” is named: 

“Hate: The destroyer of the unity of 
mankind.” 

A great twentieth century statesman 
becomes conscious of the fact that we 
are witnessing a positive fulfillment of 
the Master’s first century prophecy: 
“And ye shall be hated of all nations 
for my name’s sake. And then shall 


many be offended, and shall betray one 


another, and shall hate one another” 
(Matt. 24:9, 10).

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What Concert and Radio Singers Think of Cigarettes 


Some experiences of those who stopped smoking 
and of those who did not

Digest for March, 1937, a very sig-

‘The pipe, the 
cigar, the cigarettes !’ 

“Reporters who had come to interview 
the famous singer hastily extinguished 
the three evils, when he explained that 
the smoke made his throat sore. 

“‘But didn’t you endorse a cigarette 
once?’ asked a reporter. 

* *Si, si? [‘Yes, yes’], admitted the smil- 
ing tenor. ‘But remember what I said. 
I said: “These cigarettes never make 
my throat sore.” And that is true. They 
never do.’ 

“ ‘Because,’ a reporter suggested, ‘you 
never smoke them?’ 

**Si, si” laughed Martinelli. ‘I never 
smoke them. I never smoked anything 
in my life.’” 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that Madame Schumann-Heink, Jack 
Dempsey, “Red” Grange, Lindbergh, 
Hunter Brothers, and many others of 
prominence in different fields have in- 
dignantly spurned large sums of money 
when asked for their endorsement; and 
in some cases have made public state- 
ments to contradict the claims that they 
had consented to the use of their 
names, 


A Director of Music Speaks Out 


Now in connection with this advertis- 
ing by celebrities who claim that ciga- 
rettes have not hurt their throats, I dis- 
cussed this phase of the question with 
Professor Rollin Pease, Director of 
Music at the University of Arizona, and 
asked his opinion. He called attention 
to the fact that the singers and public 
speakers who were giving their testi- 
mony that cigarettes had not hurt their 
throats were all young men. They have 
not yet found out what cigarettes will 
do for them. He said that any singer 
who continued to smoke for a number 
of years would be forced to admit that 
it was very ‘:ar”. on his throat. 

I have in mind one very famous tenor, 
whose name you would all recognize. 
It is possible that his popularity was as 
great as any singer who ever lived. A 
few years ago I was in conversation with 
the manager whose clever ability had

Cigarette advertising is thrust upon 
us at every turn in these days. In 
smooth words and brilliant colors it 
appears on billboards that hide the 
scenery; it nudges us and nags us as 
we turn the magazine pages, follow- 
ing the line that reads, “Continued 
on page —”; it gives us no rest as 
we go home from work in subway, 
trolley, and train. If we are to take 
it literally, there is no better way to 
robust health, steady nerves, and 
continual good cheer! But most of 
us, having learned at the early age 
of five or six to be somewhat skep- 
tical of what we hear in this world, 
have our doubts. Mr. Rodeheaver 
has gone behind the scenes in more 
ways than one, and in this third 
article in his series exposing the 
evils of smoking, he gives us the 
honest and unbiased opinions of a 
number of prominent people.

concert artists. I asked him about his 
singer. “I am sorry, Rody,” he said, “but 
he is practically through; not getting 
any big concerts at all.” 

“Why, I am surprised to hear you say 
that,” I answered; “it seems to me he 
ought to be just in his prime. He can- 
not be more than fifty or so.” 

My friend replied: “You are right. 
He is just fifty-two, and should be in 
his prime, doing his greatest work now. 
But cigarettes and hard liquor have 
ruined him. I tried for years to get him 
to stop smoking; and to help him I cut 
out cigarettes myself, thinking it would 
make it easier for him not to smoke. 
But because it apparently was the popu- 
lar thing to do, and because he did not 
seem to realize at the time that it was 
doing him any serious damage, he con- 
tinued both his drinking and particu- 
larly his smoking. His voice could not 
stand the strain; he began to fail, and 
now, just at the time he should be in 
his prime, he is all ‘washed up.’” 

Within the next week I happened to 
be in a Virginia town where this great 
singer was giving a recital. My friend 
said, “Wouldn’t you like to hear him?” 
“Yes, of course,” I said, “but it would 
be impossible to get tickets of admission 
now” —because ordinarily the largest 
halls were sold out well in advance of 
his concerts. My friend smiled sadly. 





“You will have no trouble getting a seat 
tonight,” he said. 

We went to the hall where the recital 
was in progress, and found this man 
singing to an audience of less than three 
hundred people. 

To me this is a tragedy. Not only 
was this artist deprived of the glory 
and wealth that should have come to 
him in his latter years, but millions of 
people have missed the pleasure they 
would have had through his singing had 
he been willing to make the sacrifice of 
this habit which could not possibly have 
done him any good, and which wrecked 
his career at its very height. 


How the Announcer “Came Back” 


In contrast to this experience, let me 
tell you of another case, equally close 
to home. It concerns one of our most 
brilliant and best liked radio an- 
nouncers; a man on one of the national 
hook-ups, whose voice is familiar to 
you the moment he speaks. A few years 
ago, in connection with a broadcast, he 
came into the Victor laboratory where 
I was making some records. I was 
shocked at his appearance. He looked 
ill and worried, and was extremely 
nervous. He said he was afraid he could 
not get through his part of the program 
unless he could get a drink, “Well,” 
said I, “unfortunately 1 am afraid it will 
be impossible to get a drink now. You 
will just have to stumble through the 
best you can. The rest of us will help 
as much as possible.” And he did stum- 
ble through. ; 

For a while after that he was not much 
in the public eye. I heard other an- 
nouncers on the programs that had pre- 
viously been assigned to him; and upon 
inquiring about him I was told that his 
growing inefficiency and undependability 
were losing him his prestige and even 
his contracts. 

Three years later I again heard him 
on a program. He was locking fine, and 
quite like his old self. I was so pleased 
at the improvement that I commented on 
it, and asked him what he had been do- 
ing to get back his health and pep. He 
smiled and said: “Yes, I am better, 
Rody; better than I have been in the 
last fifteen years.” 

“Tell me what happened,” I asked. 

And this is exactly what he said, as 
nearly as I remember his own words: 
“I cut out cigarettes and hard liquor. 
They had made a slave of me. I was 
down in the gutter. I finally realized 
that I was down in the gutter, and that 
only by superhuman effort could I ever 
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get out. I pulled myself together; cut 
out absolutely all cigarette smoking and 
hard liquor. It was desperately hard, 
but I am feeling better and doing my 
work better now than at any time in my 
life.” 

Here you have two outstanding ex- 
amples of men.who are living and work- 
ing today. Naturally I refrain from 
giving their names, but it is hardly nec- 
essary to do so. They are both men 
of prominence, whose voices are so 
familiar that many regard them as old 
friends. One has let a brilliant career 
get away from him; the other is suc- 
ceeding financially and artistically. One 
had not the courage and grit to cut out 
cigarettes, even though he knew they 
were ruining him; the other by heroic 
effort broke the habit that had dragged 
him down, and has come back in a way 
to win the admiration of all who know 
him. 


Army and Navy Tests 


These are only a few instances of the 
many I could mention. My work brings 
me into daily contact with singers and 
artists whose success in large measure 
depends upon their physical fitness; and 
with many directors of young people in 
every section of the country. It does 
not need a physician’s statement to con- 
vince them, or me, of the harmful effects 
of smoking. 

Of all the cases on record where 
definite tests have been made, for sci- 
entific purposes, of the actual perform- 
ance of smokers and non-smokers, the 
advantage is always conclusively in 
favor of the latter. These include all 
classes and ages of persons tested — 
schoolboys, athletes, professional men, 
artisans, and workers in every line. 

Among professions requiring clearness 
of brain and accuracy of muscular effort 
are those of the Army and Navy. A few 
years ago at the United States Naval 
Academy at Annapolis—the national 
training school for future officers of the 
Navy — there was brought up for discus- 
sion the rule against smoking. Tnis rule 
was on the books but was not being 
enforced, and it was decided to deter- 
mine definitely whether the regulation 
was a wise one and should be enforced, 
or whether it should be repealed. Ac- 
cordingly the situation was explained to 
the students, and exhaustive tests were 
made. These included both physical 
health and mental attainments of 
smokers and non-smokers; and the re- 
sults showed the balance to be in favor 
of the non-smokers. Then tobacco was 
withheld from those who had been using 
it, and they were again tested. It was 
found that these boys made a much bet- 

ter showing than previously; muscle 
strength, heart power, and capacity for 
studying having greatly increased. 

In his report to the Surgeon General 
the Health Officer stated: “Unquestion- 


ably, the most important matter in re- 
lation to the health of the students of 
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the Academy is that of the use of to- 
bacco. . . . The future health and use- 
fulness of the lads educated at this school 
require the absolute interdiction of to- 
bacco. In this opinion I am sustained 
by my colleagues and all authorities in 
military and civil life whose views I 
have been able to learn.” 

Luther Burbank, the botanical wizard 
to whom the world owes so much be- 
cause of his miracles of improvement in 
many forms of flower and plant life, 
attacked the tobacco question with the 
same thorough care that he devoted to 
his other scientific investigations. He is 
quoted as saying: 

“Even the mild use of stimulants is 
incompatible with work requiring ac- 
curate attention and definite concentra- 
tion. To assist me in the work of cer- 
tain kinds of budding and other work 
requiring special attention— work that 
is as accurate and exact as watch-making 
—I have a force of twenty men. I have 
to discharge men from this force if in- 
competent. . . . My foreman surprised 
me by saying that the men I found 
unable to do the delicate work of bud- 
ding invariably turned out to be smokers 
or drinkers. Even men who smoke two 
or three cigars a day cannot generally 
be trusted with some of the most deli- 
cate work.” 


Ford’s and Edison’s Convictions 


A few years ago, through his great 
efficiency system, Henry Ford discovered 
that certain men on the production line 
could not keep up with their part of 
the work. His trained investigators 
found that the men who could not keep 
up to the time schedule, but would slow 
down the line, were invariably ciga- 
rette smokers; so for a period they re- 
fused to hire men for certain branches 
of the plant operations if they smoked 
cigarettes. 

In line with his characteristic thor- 
oughness, Mr. Ford asked Thomas Edi- 
son, who was a personal friend, to ex- 
plain why it was that cigarette smoking 
should impair a man’s efficiency in this 
respect. In response, Mr. Edison made 
a statement which was quoted in a lit- 
tle book against cigarette smoking which 
Mr. Ford published a few years ago. 
He said that a certain poison gas formed 
by the combination of the burning to- 
bacco and paper together had a paralyz- 
ing effect on the nerves surrounding 
the brain, which influenced the reflexes 
of the fingers and eyes. When these 
nerve connections were dulled by this 
cigarette poison gas, the brain could not 
respond so quickly to the signal from 
the eye; and, in turn, the fingers would 
not promptly receive the command from 
the brain. The result was a halting, un- 
even performance, as compared with the 
steady, rhythmic movement of the non- 
smoker. 

In the opinion of Mr. Edison, how- 
ever, the lowering of a man’s efficiency 
by smoking was not the most important

consideration, nor yet the impairment 
of his health—serious as these results 
are. To him the tragedy of the cigarette 
lay in its moral effect on the youth of 
the nation. Quoting Edison: “Cigarette 
smoke has a violent action on the nerve 
ceuters, producing a degeneration of the 
cells of the brain which is quite rapid 
among boys. Unlike most narcotics, this 
degeneration is permanent and uncon- 
trollable. No man or boy who smokes 
cigarettes can work in my laboratories. 
In my opinion there are enough degen- 
erates in the world without manufactur- 
ing more by means of cigarettes.” 

This opinion is amply borne out by 
the experience of- judges and officials 
who have to do with juvenile courts, 
reform schools, and penitentiaries. Sta- 
tistics show that practically every boy 
coming before these agencies is a ciga- 
rette smoker. If they have been smok- 
ing for a long period, it is almost a 
certainty that they also drink, because 
nicotine and poison in the cigarette cre- 
ate a craving for liquor, If they have 
reached the stage described as being a 
“cigarette fiend” their reformation is re- 
garded as entirely hopeless, the loss of 
moral stamina and character being com- 
plete. 

Hudson Maxim, the inventor of high 
explosives, has summed the whole sub- 
ject in one short statement: “If all 
boys could be made to know that with 
every breath of cigarette smoke they 
inhale imbecility, and exhale manhood, 
that the cigarette is a maker of invalids, 
criminals, and fools, but not men, it 
ought to deter them.”

“After these things 
the Lord appointed other seventy also, 
and sent them two and two before his 
face into every city and place, whither 
he himself would come” (Luke 10:1). 
The shadow of the cross loomed up be- 
fore our Lord. He would finish the 
work which the Father gave him to do. 
He hastened revival ministries in the 
cities and places where he himself would 
come. The Lord still waits to bless 
homes, churches, and communities 
through the work of his faithful servants 
who, in obedience to his will and united 
service, “prepare the way of the Lord.” 

“The Lord hath need.” “The Master 
is come and calleth for thee.” May the 
Lord count upon you? Will you get at 
least one, and possibly two or more to 
unite with you weekly or monthly in 
united prayer for revival, and for light 
on things God wills to do through you 
“in the corner where you are”?

Four valued 
assistants have been let go, so as to keep 
free from the peril of debt which would 
greatly dishonor God. But in all, God 
has kept us in peace and faith. We 
would earnestly request the helping 
prayers in this connection, of all whom 
God has ever blessed through the Great 
Commission Prayer League. Pray that 
the care of many will blossom again to 
God’s praise, and the profit of his blood- 
bought Church. Pray for “full. pro- 
vision.” 

The meetings now opened up in Kan- 
sas City, St. Louis, Washington, D. C., 
on the West Coast and in Canada, as 
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well as here in Chicago, are truly “open 
and effectual doors.” Pray that God 
may use them gloriously in advancing 
the Heaven-originated revival for which 
we pray and labor. It will cheer our 
hearts to know that you are remember- 
ing the League in your prayers, and the 
League earnestly desires to share prayer 
with you for loved ones, your church, 
and other interests. Write us often. 

Finally, beloved intercessors for re- 
vival, may God make you to abound in 
everything, — knowledge, utterance, 
grace, and service.

A Practical Plan for Memorizing Scripture 
A Moody Bible Institute method that has been found very useful in personal work

WORKING knowledge of the Bible 

is essential in doing personal work. 
This requires much «memorizing of 
Scripture, a work in which I was not 
vitally interested until in middle life 
when I was called to mission work in 
Chicago. While engaged in our busy 
days of practical work, my co-worker 
and I frequently attended Bible lectures 
at the Moody Bible Institute. This was 
a great inspiration to us. 

While mine was a Christian home, 
where Mother and Father had family 
worship morning and night, and while 
I attended Sunday school from my child- 
hood, it was not until the above ex- 
perience that the Bible as a whole was 
opened up to me as a most practical as 
well as a spiritual Book. Soon I felt 
the need of more training and resolved 
to take the Bible course. This was in 
the 96's. 

In our work there at the Institute, we 
found it necessary to memorize Scrip- 
ture. In short, the regular term exam- 
inations could not be passed otherwise. 
This was especially true of the course 
in Personal Work, where we were re- 
quired to know the book, chapter, and 
verse of a given text. It is as a good 
housekeeper, farmer, or carpenter know- 
ing where to find what is needed. I 
should like to tell of the simple and 
effective method of memorizing Scrip- 
ture that was given there. 

Go to the printer’s office, select a sheet 
of white cardboard, not too heavy, have 
it cut into cards about’ three and one- 
half inches long by one and a half inches 
wide (larger if preferable). On one 
side, write lengthwise the Scripture text 
exactly as found in the Bible, observing 
punctuation. Now turn the blank side 
up. On the upper end, write crosswise 
the name of the book of the Bible (ab- 
breviated form), the chapter, and the 





verse. If the quotation is too much for 
one side, it may be completed on the 
other, writing crosswise. I use the King 
James Version for memorizing, the 
American revised for comparing. Mas- 
ter a group of texts, one a day for a 
time, reviewing constantly. The cards 
may be carried in the purse or. vest 
pocket for study and review. Allowing 
them to speak to you will be a joy and 
comfort. 

If one pays the price, with study and 
practice he will be able to give at sight 
of the book, chapter, and verse the 
exact quotation on the other side of 
the card, and vice versa. After having 
mastered one. group of texts, it is well 
to select and memorize another group, 
one at a time. Keep adding to the num- 
ber, and soon you can count them by 
the score and the hundred. Keep the 
cards as a precious possession, review- 
ing constantly, but know the texts and 
use them. 

You may ask, “How use them?” Just 
as we keep our first-aid help in the 
home for physical ills, much more do 
we need first aid for spiritual ills, In 
this world of unrest and trouble, how 
often we need comfort and fail ‘to find 
it. I have in mind a woman, a church 
member, who was in great distress. She 
fretted, brooded, and was most unhappy. 
Finally, upon self-examination (“Search 
me, O God, and know my heart: try 
me, and know my thoughts: and see if 
there be any wicked way in me, and 
lead me in the way everlasting”—Psa. 
139: 23, 24), she discovered her need and 
exclaimed: “I have more need of the 
divine than of the physician,” and she 
is learning to appreciate her Bible. If 
we get right with God, we can learn 
to find a balm for every ill. 

Scripture memorizing is needed not 
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only in doing personal work, in lead- 
ing persons to accept Christ as their 
personal Saviour, but to show them how 
to overcome difficulties as well. It sup- 
plies spiritual food for everyday liv- 
ing. 

The practical element in this simple 
card method of memorizing is that it 
- can be learned by the individual in pri- 
vate study in the home, without a leader. 
You can begin at once with texts you 
already know, but which you are not 
able to find. I once heard a teacher 
in literature say to his class, “I will 
give you as good a grade for knowing 
where to find a given quotation as I 
will for knowing the quotation itself.” 
In a working knowledge of the Bible, 
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we need to know both,— where to find 
the text, and what the text contains. .- 

Mr. Moody had a saying that a per- 
sonal worker should be able to read 
the Bible upside down, so that when 
the worker turns his Bible to the per- 
son with whom he is working, he, the 
worker, may know whether or not it 
is being read correctly. 

Having become familiar with this plan, 
you may select and memorize texts to 
meet every need that may arise in doing 
personal work. The Bible is so com- 
plete that just the right text may be 
found to meet every excuse made by the 
person whom you are trying to lead 
to Christ.

Stars Over Federal Street

HAVE been reading Philip E. How- 

ard’s “Living Through These Days,”1 
and am moved to write you an experi- 
ence of my own which showed me how 
God can lead and bless on the worst 
of these days. 

It was the hottest day of that unusually 
hot, dry season. The walls of our flat 
seemed to radiate equatorial heat. Out- 
side, the grass was brown, the earth 
cracked and dusty. The leaves, such 
of them as the army worms had left, 
hung limp. My head ached with a dull, 
deep throbbing, and each resounding 
clang and bang from a steel mill across 
the way made it worse. My heart ached 
with an even deeper hurt. The strug- 
gles and losses of the last few years 
passed through my memory, and in bit- 
terness of heart I questioned “Why?” 

Why had we had to lose our lovely 
home and move into this crowded flat 
where the children had no freedom or 
companionship? Why did my husband, 
so capable and good, have to drudge in 
uncongenial labor at half pay, while 
men less deserving forged ahead? Why 
did my son and daughter have to work 
all day in office and shop, and then at 
night, worn and tired, try to obtain from 
night school the education they coveted? 
Why did I, who longed only for the 
quiet peace of a humble home, have to 
listen to the deafening noise of a steel 
mill until my weary head seemed near 
to bursting? 

Just at this low ebb in my morale I 
picked up my scrapbook, never failing 
source of diversion, and opened to an

Times. The Farm Mother was describ- 
ing her country view and expressing 
thanks that she eould lift her eyes and 
see only God’s handiwork—that man’s 
marks on nature did not meet her eyes at 
all. With tightly drawn lips and sick 
heart I arose and laid the book away. 
Why did I have to read that today? The 
memory of my own happy years on a 
big farm hurt so sharply that I did not 
dare let it intrude. 

I had to make a trip to the Loop that 
day, and as I plodded wearily to the 
train I cut across a vacant lot where 
some men had been cutting weeds. 
Passing under a stunted little tree I saw 
a half rotten apple covered with yel- 
low jackets. That apple and those buzz- 
ing bees and the pungent smell of weeds 
drying in the sun were just too much. 
A wave of nostalgia that became real 
physical illness swept over me. Leaning 
against the tree I gave way to the tears 
that had been pent up so long. Visions 
of my country home rolled before me 
like a moving picture,—the old white 
house with its smooth lawn and picket 
fence —the wide-spreading branches of 
oak and maple about it—the broad 
fields of grain—the great orchards and 
barns —the deep green of cool woods — 
the plash of water flowing over stones. 
All these things familiar and dear to 
me in youth were denied to my children. 
Their fruit came out of cartons (when 
we could afford fruit), their playgrounds 
were the sidewalks and our own small 
back yard. Instead of the song of birds 
and the hum of bees the screech and 
clang of the steel mill filled their ears. 
Trains roared past all day long, filling 
the air with noise and dirt. Why, O 
merciful Father, why? 

Weak from the emotional upset, I 
toiled on, boarded the train, and traveled 
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toward Chicago’s Loop. It was over 
that same road that the Farm Mother 
traveled, through that same sorry dis- 
trict she so vividly described. The Rock 
Island tracks between Englewood and 
the Loop run along behind Federal 
Street. Did you ever see Federal Street? 
The sight of it has always torn at my 
heartstrings. Dilapidated, tumble down 
shacks, so crazily patched and so 
crowded with people that one wonders 
how they hold together. All of frame, 


all leaning askew, all unpainted and with : 
broken windows stuffed with rags. Back , 


yards with never a spear of anything 
green, filled with tin cans, old auto- 
mobile parts, broken down cars, old 
wagon wheels, overflowing garbage cans, 
wind-blown scraps of filthy paper, junk 
vf all sorts—-and children! Hundreds 
of children, playing in the dirt and noise, 
screaming and fighting, and somehow 
managing to live and grow. Many a 
time I have tried to picture to myself 
the things that will happen in Federal 


Street when our Lord comes back as 


King. 

On this day it seemed worse than 
usual. The heat was so intense that I 
wondered that the whole sad place did 
not burst into flame. If once a fire 
started there all Chicago’s fire depart- 
ment would be of little avail, I feared. 
Our train came to a stop on a siding 
while we waited for the streamliner to 
pass us. I looked into the back yard 
just below me. A young Negro woman 
was washing clothes in a tub placed 
on an old automobile seat. By the side 
of the tub on the seat lay a tiny black 
baby, while a larger baby toddled about, 
catching occasionally at her skirts. And 
she was singing! I could not catch the 
words, but the tune was one of my 
father’s favorites—a song of the old 
South. As our train chugged on again 
the words ran through my mind. 

“And the morning vine round the cabin 
porch did twine 

And the robin redbreast sang among the 

trees.” 

i thought bitterly of the young singer. 
Probably she came from a tree-shaded 
cabin in the South, where she had 
known fresh air and cleanly living 
among the cotton fields. Chicago is full 
of Negroes lured here by politicians and 
dying of malnutrition and tuberculosis. 
Ory it was not right or fair! Those 
little black babies had a right to at 
least a chance to live normally. 

I accomplished my errand and started 
for home. Dusk had fallen and Federal 
Street looked even more forlorn. As 
we came to the switch again and waited 
for the signal for entering the other 
track, I looked out. There she was! 
This time the tub stood empty, the tod- 
dler was in a young man’s lap, and the 
baby was in her arms. She stood on 
the fiat roof of the tiny back porch. 
Evidently those few attic rooms were 
her home. She was looking up and 
singing. There is no voice in the world 
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more rich and sweet than that of a 
Negro contralto, and all in our car sat 
enthralled as she sang: 

“Neahuh, my God, to Thee, 

Neahuh to Thee !” 

I followed her upward gaze and saw 

a deep blue sky full of stars. Stars 
over Federal Street! This one of God’s 
children could lift her eyes and heart 
above all the sordidness that lay around 
her and sing with joy to him who made 
the stars. My head dropped to the win- 
- dow sill and the healing tears washed 
“away all the bitterness. God was still 
in his Heaven, and his stars and his love 
looked down on Federal Street. 

As I crossed the vacant lot on the way 
home the smell of cut weeds and grass 
was like tonic to me. The drooping 
branches of the two big trees in our 
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yard seemed to caress the roof and all 
beneath it. The ravages of the heat 
and worms were hid by the kindly dark. 
The lights shining from the windows 
told me that my dear ones waited inside. 
The cheerful busy noise of the mill 
across the street told of extra night work 
that give employment to many husbands 
and fathers. I remembered that I had 
knelt before my Lord and put my life, my 
family, my all into his hands, and that 
I could trust his wisdom and love to 
choose the way we should walk for 
our good and his glory. Whether it be 
in the woods and fields or down Federal 
Street he “knoweth the way we take.” 
All that came could only serve to 
bring us

The Slow Torture of the Steel Trap

UPERINTENDENTS and teachers of 

rural and small-town Sunday schools 
have no idea how generally, during the 
winter, their boy pupils are engaged in 
a dreadful cruelty, without so much as 
a thought that it is cruel. I refer to 
the practice of taking fur-bearing ani- 
mals in steel traps. Many adults, also, 
have never given a real thought to the 
matter. 

Ever since its invention, about 1850, 
the steel trap has been in wide use. For 
years only a few of the finer furs were 
taken, and these usually in remote 
regions; but when the finer animals were 
about exterminated, early in the present 
century, the fur trade began experiment- 
ing, and found to its joy that coarser, 
commoner furs, such as muskrat and 
rabbit, not hitherto used, could be 
plucked and dyed; and other coarse furs, 
— raccoon, fox, skunk, coyote, oppossum, 
and the like, — could be processed with- 
out dyeing, so as to appear almost as 
handsome as their betters. 

Able now to have the effect of lux- 
ury without its cost, women went wild 
over the new fashion; and, to supply 
the demand, boys and men were soon 
trapping everywhere, in every wood, 
field, farm, and stream, for all the little, 
common, wild mammals that bore a coat 
of fur. During the 1920’s, 100,000,000 
pelts a year, not counting muskrat and 
rabbit (the most used), were sold on 
the North American market; and steel 
trapping became the largest cruelty of 
history. During the same time, and ever 
since, rodents and insects, the two farm 
pests, multiplied alarmingly every- 
where; for the small fur bearers are the 
chief enemies of rodents, and one of 


them, the skunk, is the chief destroyer 
of harmful insects. 

Why is the steel trap cruel? Because 
it does not kill, but, seizing a leg in 
powerful jaws that crush the flesh and 
often break the bone, holds the mangled 
limb for hours, days, occasionally a week 
or more, in a pressure so frightful that 
a large proportion of the animals gnaw 
off their own legs to escape it. The 
fever, gangrene, thirst, and freezing that 
accompany trapping are bad enough; but 
this cumulative pressure is far worse, 
and constitutes what Irvin Cobb well 
calls “the slow degrees of infinite tor- 
ture of the steel trap.” 

Should anyone doubt his word, or 
mine, I ask him to take a small steel 
trap, size 1 or 1%, and permit the jaws 
to close gently upon his uninjured fin- 
ger, and then see how long he can stand 
keeping it there. At first there is only 
slight discomfort, which, after five min- 


utes, increases to pain, after ten minutes: 


to acute pain, and after fifteen or twenty, 
to unendurable agony. A man of course, 
can then remove it; but the animal can- 
not, and has to suffer torture. 

Boys begin trapping at eight or nine 
years old, when they have had no ex- 
perience of suffering, and think it manly 
to laugh at the agonized struggles of 
the animals. Year by year they become 
more hardened, not only to animal but 
to human suffering. This practice of 
trapping has a terrible influence on the 
character of boys. There is no possible 
doubt that our army of eighty thousand 
juvenile criminals a year —kidnapers, 
killers, and young thugs who hold up 
others,—is largely recruited from the 
ranks of boy trappers. Bruno Haupt- 
mann testified that he had been in the 
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fur business; the farm-hand kidnaper 
and killer of the Cash child in Florida 
lived in a truck-growing region on the 
edge of swamps where, as is personally 
known to me, the farm hands regularly 
supplement their incomes by trapping, 
raccoons in particular. 

Women have bought furs because the 
fur trade has done all in its power to 
keep them in ignorance of the way these 
are taken. Fourteen years ago the Na- 
tional Anti-Steel-Trap League, Washing- 
ton, D. C., which was founded by a re- 
tired Naval officer of distinguished 
bravery, Lt.-Commander Edward Breck, 
began informing women, particularly 
thoughtful club women, as to how their 
furs were taken, and asking them to 
work for state laws against the use of 
the steel trap, and also offering annual 
prizes for the invention of painless traps. 
Two years later, the American Humane 
Association began offering similar prizes. 
Thousands of models have been submit- 
ted in these contests, but it has been 
very difficult to create anything as light, 
cheap, and efficient as the steel trap. Its 
best substitute is the chain-loop leg- 
hold, invented five years ago by Dr. 
Vernon Bailey, for forty-five years 
Chief Naturalist of the U. S. Biological 
Survey. This throws a chain-loop up 
about the leg of the animal, and holds 
it there so there is no escape; but also 
there is no injury, and when released 
the animal runs off without a limp, in- 
stead of being ruined as in the old trap. 
This trap is now manufactured by the 
greatest steel trap firm of the world, 
the Animal Trap Company, Lititz, Pa. 
Other chain-loop legholds will soon be 
on the market. 

If boys must trap, they should be com- 
pelled to use the chain-loop leghold, or 
the old-fashioned deadfall, or one of the 
wire-cage or box traps they can easily 
make at home at almost no expense. 

And if women must wear furs, they 
should, until the better methods become 
general, buy only furs which are never 
trapped,—those of the hoofed animals, 
such as sheep, lamb, goat, kid, cattle, 
pony, deer, camel (including Persian 
lamb, astrakhan, krimmer, karakul, 
guanaco, vicuna, moufion, alpaca, Ilama, 
moose, caribou, elk, reindeer), those of 
the Alaskan seal (no other), and those 
certified in writing to have been bred 
on fur farms, as many silver foxes now 
are. 

Two states, South Carolina and Ken- 
tucky, have passed the law permitting 
only humane trapping. 

Free literature will be sent by the 
Anti-Steel-Trap League, Washington, 
D. C., on application. Membership in 
this League is only a dollar a year, the 
money being all used for printing and 
distributing leaflets. Christian people 
cannot afford to be indifferent to an 
enormous cruelty like this. They should, 
both men and women, join the crusade 
against it.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


HERE are three distinct sections 
“[ inetusea in our lesson for today, 

though we focus on the central 
scene. First, in verses 30 to 35, we 
have our Lord’s warning that all his 
disciples were to be stumbled because 
of his coming arrest and crucifixion, 
coupled with Peter’s strong asseveration 
that nothing would cause him to be 
turned aside. 

Then we have the solemn hour in 
Gethsemane, where Jesus’ holy soul 
shrank in agony from the awful cup 
that he was so soon to drink. This 
covers our printed lesson, verses 36 to 
46. In verses 47 to 56 we have the ap- 
prehension of Jesus by the representa- 
tives of the high priest’s party and 
Peter’s ill-timed effort to defend his 
Lord with the sword. 

It was not in Gethsemane, but on Cal- 
-vary, that the sin question was settled 
and expiation made for iniquity. But 
the agony in the garden was a fitting 
prelude to the darkness of the cross. In 
order to make an adequate propitiation 
for our sins, it was necessary that the 
substitute be a man, but more than man; 
otherwise his sacrifice could not have 
been of sufficient value to be a ransom 


into the hands of sinners. 46 Arise, let us be going: behold, he 
is at hand that *betrayeth me. 


1Gr., an enclosed piece of ground. *Or, Watch ye, and 


pray that ye enter not. *Or, Do ye sleep on, then, and take 
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for all. He must be a man on whom 
death and judgment had no claim; there- 
fore one who had been tested and proved 
to be absolutely sinless—one who had 
never violated God’s holy law in thought 
or word or deed. But this very sinless- 
ness of Jesus explains the suffering he 
endured in the contemplation of being 
made sin on our behalf. There was no 
conflict of will, though, He was pre- 
pared to carry out the Father’s purpose 
whatever the awful cost to himself. 


The Historical Setting 


It was still the night of the fourteenth 
of Nisan, the day of the Passover, when 
Jesus entered Gethsemane and there 


‘passed through the experience here de- 


scribed. Remember, the night hours 
preceded the day, according to Jewish 
reckoning. The year was A. D. 30. 


Verse by Verse 


Matt. 26:36—“‘A place called Geth- 
semane.” The name means the oil press. 
It was a garden of olives, where Jesus 
had often resorted for prayer. On the 
slope of Mount Olivet, just across the 
brook Kedron, it was easily reached from 
the city of Jerusalem. Jesus left eight 
of his disciples near the entrance, while 
he went deeper into the grove to pray. 


Verse 37.—“‘He took with him Peter 
and the two sons of Zebedee.” These 
three shared the more intimate experi- 
ences of Jesus on other occasions (see 
17:1; Luke 8:51). They saw that Jesus 


your rest? ‘Or, delivered him up.

was in great sorrow though they could 
not really understand the cause. 


Verse 38.—“Tarry ye here, and -watch 
with me.” The time came when they, 
too, had to be left behind, but they were 
commanded to watch and pray lest the 
coming trial be too great for their faith 
(Luke 22:40). 


Verse 39.—‘He went a little farther.” 
There were depths of sorrow to be en- 
dured that they could not understand; 
so leaving them, Jesus went on alone to 
a more secluded place. There he prayed, 
“O my Father, if it be possible, let this 
cup pass from me.” That is to say, If 
there is any other way whereby guilty 
sinners may be delivered from eternal 
wrath, except that I be made sin for 
them, let it now be made known. 


Verse 40.—“What, could ye not watch 
with me one hour?” To Peter, this was 
a tender rebuke, for he had promised so 
much and had begun to fail already 
through the weakness of the flesh. 


Verse 41.—“Watch and pray.” Jesus 
again besought them to be on their guard 
and to ask help of God lest in the hour 
of testing they fail to stand. He well 
knew that in their spirits they desired to 
be true, but he warned them of their 
weakness as men still in the body. 


Verse 42.—“If this cup may not pass 
... except I drink it, thy will be done.” 
His was a perfect resignation to the 
Father’s will, no matter what sorrow 


— 
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and agony this meant to him. He had 
come into the world for this very pur- 
pose (Heb. 10:7; John 4:34). 

Verse 43.—‘He ... found them asleep 
again.” It was a sad commentary on 
poor, frail, human nature even at its 
best, as seen in those who really loved 
Jesus but could not rise to the serious- 
ness of the occasion. 


Verse 44.—“Prayed the third time.” 
Again Jesus bowed alone before the 
Father, in perfect submission, though 
with his holy soul shrinking from the 
awful ordeal before him, an ordeal which 
our poor hearts are too deadened by sin 
ever to understand in its fullness. 


Verse 45.—“Sleep on now, and take 
your rest.” Some have rendered this 
rather as an exclamation of grief— 
“Sleeping still and taking rest!” While 
they were so drowsy that they did not 
realize their danger, the emissaries of 
the priests were entering the garden. 

Verse 46—“He is at hand that doth 
betray me.” There was no effort to 
escape. His hour was come, and in 
perfect calmness Jesus went forth to 
meet the betrayer and the rabble horde 
who had come to arrest him. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The utter resignation of Jesus to the 
Father’s will shines out in all these clos- 
ing experiences, but particularly in that 
of Gethsemane. While the horror of 
becoming the great sin offering, being 
made sin for us, overwhelmed his hu- 
man soul and spirit, yet he was perfectly 
subject to the divine will, and had no 
thought of turning aside. There are 
depths here that our minds can never 
fathom, but all is perfection on his part. 
If he could have contemplated gll that 
was involved in the sacrifice of the cross 
with equanimity, he woutd not have 
been the perfect man that he was. But 
knowing it all and realizing there was 


no other way by which he could become’ 


the captain of our salvation (Heb. 2:10), 
he faced the ordeal unflinchingly in or- 
der that God might be glorified, and sin- 
ful men saved from judgment.

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ings that the cup speaks. Jesus did not 
shrink from these. But it was the fierce 
indignation of Jehovah against sin, 
which filled that cup about to be pre- 
sented by the Father to his holy Son, 
that caused the bitter agony of soul 
which so affected his body that the 
bloody sweat was forced through the 
pores of his skin. Some have intimated 
that the cup consisted in the fear that 
Satan might kill him before he reached 
the cross, or that he might be driven 
insane by Satanic power and so not be 
able to offer himself voluntarily as a 
sacrifice for sin; but these are unworthy 
suggestions, which fail to take into ac- 
count the fact that Satan could have no 
power against him except as allowed of 
God, and none could take his life until 
he laid it down of himself (John 10:17, 
18). He had bound the strong man al- 
ready (Matt. 12:29) and he did not fear 
him in the garden. 

If It Be Possible. In Gethsemane was 
settled once and for all the impossibility 
of sin being atoned for in any other way 
than by the infinite sacrifice of the Son 
of God upon the cross. Had there been 
any other method which would have 
met the case and satisfied the claims of 
divine justice, it would have been re- 
vealed then, and in answer to the im- 
passioned prayer of our blessed Lord. 
But there was none. God has shut all 
men up to Christ and His finished work. 
No other name is given (Acts 4:12), no 
other way is known (Acts 13:38, 39) 
whereby guilty sinners can be justified 
before the throne of God.

Peter was self-confident when he should 
have been humbly self-distrustful; he 
was sleeping when he should have been 
watching unto prayer, and he was im- 
pulsively active when he should have 
remained quiet. Are we not much in- 
clined to follow in the same ways?

The Busy Men’s Corner

The Inner Three—He took with him 
Peter and the two sons of Zebedee (Matt. 
26:37). The “Inner Circle,” these three 
men have been called. The “Inner Tri- 
angle” would seem to be a figure more 
to the point. Yes, or the “Inner Square.” 
You might suggest “The Trusty Three.” 
Or were they? All three went to sleep 
on their watch. And later Peter went 
to pieces out by the fire, and his fall 
down was noted by the rooster’s crow 
(Mark 14:72). 

It is a striking fact that our Lord with 
all his divine knowledge of the race of 
men did not select supermen to stand 
next to him. He chose just the ordinary 
“run-of-the-herd,” so to speak. 

When a President comes into power 
he gathers for his inner circle men who 
are supposed to have special knowledge 
and ability (“Kitchen Cabinet”). This 
is usually a small group not much in 
evidence. 

The Lord Jesus was going to change 
the direction of a world’s civilization. 
For a starter he selected average mate- 
rial, and not some of the superexcellent. 

Let us take the fish monger John 
Zebedee. He never sat at the feet of 
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a Gamaliel. He never had a course at 
the University of Tarsus. He never 
studied Greek or Roman literature, and 
was molded by the artistic masterpieces 
of architecture and sculpture of his day. 
But, after he was transformed by the 
power of Christ, behold his Gospel and 
Epistles! Fresh and beautiful and un- 
surpassed by anything from another 
writer all down the centuries. 


Parallel Wills—Not as I will, but as 
thou wilt (v. 39). President Wilson had 
for his Secretary of State a splendid 
and able Christian lawyer named Robert 
Lansing. I first made Mr. Lansing’s ac- 
quaintance in a Washington Bible Class 
taught by Chief Justice Peele of the 
Court of Claims. This is the sort of 
public men who used to tie up with 
the Sunday schools in Washington — be- 
fore the Sunday baseball addicts came 
to town. 

One day the country was amazed to 
learn that President Wilson had de- 
manded Mr. Lansing’s resignation, ex- 
plaining, “I want a man whose mind will 
run parallel with my own.” 

Mr. Lansing opposed the Wilson plan 
for settling things after the Great War. 
He contended that to put Germans, 
Poles, and Hungarians into a Democratic 
state by taking them away from where 
they naturally belonged meant future 
trouble. Mr. Lansing’s prophecy came 
true in 1938, and Europe only narrowly 
escaped war over Czechoslovakia. Lans- 
ing’s fear is now being demonstrated. 

The will of Jesus ran parallel with 
God’s will. It was God’s will that the 
race he created, and which Satan spoiled, 
should be saved. And not saved by a 
ceremony, simple or elaborate, but by 
a simple mental exercise known as 
“Faith” (Rom, 4:16; Eph. 2:8; Phil. 1: 
29). 

It is not only in the Garden of Geth- 
semane that unity of will accomplishes 
great purposes, but the same sort of 
unity brings.a blessing in every relation 
of life. When you have a church in 
which all the wills (save the usual ex- 
ceptions) run parallel with God’s will, 
you see a great and influential organiza- 
tion carrying on God’s work in a supe- 
rior manner. 

I am thinking of the Moravians, a sect, 
though small in comparison with other 
sects, which here in the U. S. A. has 
done great things for God. I have never 
known but one pristine brand of Mo- 
ravians. Perhaps you can tell me how 
many different sorts of Methodists, Pres- 
byterians, Baptists, Lutherans, etc., there 
are! 

The same is true in family life —and 
in business life. The masterful will of a 
father or a mother (often a widowed 
mother) molds the whole family, and 
they all make good. The Kelleys and 
the Comptons of today and the Fields of 
yesteryear, and some you know locally. 

In business let me know the Big Boss 
and I will tell you much about the or- 
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ganization. When the workers lay their 
will by the side of the Boss’ will the 
business is apt to “hum.” Ben Hur’s 
horses working as one horse. 


Sin.—Sleep on now, ... the hour is 
at hand (v. 45). In the “Army of the 
Lord” the sentry who sleeps on duty is 
not taken out and ot at sunrise. Here 
at the start of the said “Army” there 
is not even a criticism. 

When one is going through the deep- 
est experiences, those supreme moments 
of various sorts which come in most 
lives, there is little we can say, and 
nothing much we can do. Yet it is a 
great comfort to have the loved ones 
near by and awake with sympathy. 

Our Lord was denied all this. He had 
to suffer to the utmost for the sin of 
the world. From his human side Jesus 
could have been wonderfully comforted 
by knowing his three friends were on 
their knees praying for him, rather than 
on their backs sound asleep. 

“What, could ye not watch with me one 
hour?” And he went back to tread the 
wine press alone, alone! (Isa. 63:3.) 

In the old days, before “trained 
nurses,” neighbor or relative “sat up” with 
sick neighbor or relative as pain and 
distress and discomfort were fought all 
the night long. It was a helpful service 
to the sufferer. When my father went 
Home, all the long night I sat by his 
bedside holding his hand. I was the old- 
est son and associated with him in busi- 
ness for many years. He was very hard 
of hearing, and there was little talk, but 
but I knew by the pressure of his hand 
he got comfort from my being right 


-there all the long weary hours. 


The Son of man, in this trying hour, 
was denied all that from his nearest 
and dearest earthly friends. “The hour 
is at hand” for the journey to the cross. 
A parade led by one of his own trusted 
little company. . 

When we look upon a scene like that 
we can just a little realize what a ter- 
rible, hellish thing sin must be in God’s 
sight. We do not have to look upon the 
one who falls completely into Satan’s 
power and is led to rope, chair, lethal 
chamber, or firing squad, and fathers’ 
and mothers’ heads are bowed in dis- 
grace, to know what sin can do. The 
boy’s or girl’s sin kills father and mother, 
and the world’s sin killed the Son of 
God.

Discussion: Can you name some great 
events whose issue was determined in the 
quiet, the darkness, the discouragement of 
an apparently insignificant hour? 

Objective: “Watch and pray,” in this 
hour. 











AY, fellows, a calendar day is made 
up. of twenty-four hours, but a fel- 

low may so conduct himself in one hour 
that he will bitterly regret it for many 
days—even years. On the other hand, 
the present hour is the one (and the 
only one) in which we have to do a 
certain thing which may make us glad 
the rest of life and throughout eternity. 
I am told there is a sundial near the 
door of Johns Hopkins Hospital bear- 
ing this legend: 

One hour alone is in thy hands, 

The hour on which the shadow stands. 


There was an hour in the garden of 
Gethsemane that stands out in all his- 
tory as one that was packed with the 
gall of bitterness, exquisite suffering, 
and soul torture. It was the hour when 
God cried; it was the hour when God 
Incarnate in the person of his Son, Jesus 
Christ, poured out his soul unto death. 

Three intimate friends of Jesus were 
linked to him in that crucial hour— 
Peter, Jarnes, and John. He chose them 
to go with him into the sylvan “holy 
of holies,” and watch while the critical 
moments passed. It was a high honor 
to occupy such a post. One of those 
intimate friends, Peter, had just a few 
moments before said, “Lord, I am ready 
to go with thee, both into prison, and 
to death” (Luke 22:33). But instead 
of watching, they all three went to sleep. 
And when the Lord came back and 
found them sleeping, it is not strange 
that he addressed Peter (boasting Peter), 
saying, “What, could ye not watch with 
me one hour?” 

I am sure that Peter could never bear, 
afterward, to think of that one hour. 
He would like to bury it deep alongside 
that other tragic hour, the same night, 
in the court of the high priest when he 
denied his Lord with cursing. It was 
one terrible night for Peter, and it ended 
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in bitter weeping— great, big, strong, 
boastful Peter prone upon the ground, 
his body shaking with sobs of remorse 
and penitence. 

Here’s the point, fellows: this hour 
is the one—not the next hour, nor an 
hour next week, nor next year— but 
now. Stop right here in your tracks and 
look this hour in the face. It’s the only 
one you have. The hours that have 
passed are gone; you can’t recall them. 
The hours of the future have not arrived. 
This is your hour—the hour to be 
awake, wide awake, alert, and not to 
sleep. Are you waiting for a bigger 
hour —an hour with its peculiar oppor- 
tunity to do a big thing? This is the 
hour to do a little thing in a big way. 
Sleep through this hour and when the 
big thing arrives you are likely to do it 
in a little way, or you will miss it alto- 
gether. 

In this hour you can have a personal 
interview with no less a one than the 
Lord God. This hour he waits for you 
to come right into his presence and talk 
with him. The smallest, most trifling 
thing of this hour can become magnified, 
glorified by his power. Your littleness, 
your weakness, can be in this hour the 
honored vessel holding the almighty 
strength of Jehovah! (2 Cor. 12:9.) This 
hour is a great adventure because it is 
in the companionship of One who never 
engages in anything except in a mar- 
velously glorious way. It is said that 
Wellington spent a whole hour upon his 
knees the day before Waterloo. It may 
be in darkness and in the night of ap- 
parent failure. You may be discouraged 
and weary in body, soul, and mind, like 
Peter in Gethsemane, but Jesus Christ 
is close by and victory is perched upon 
his banner. 

Crowd in then upon this hour. Be 
game, be glad and great, this hour; the 
center of your whole life may revolve 
around it. Above all things, do not fear; 
let all worry slide; those things which 
do not count, let them go, too. Work 
and help and love — this hour; for when 
it slips by it will be gone forever.

quite a boaster. Twice more Jesus came 
back from praying and found them 
asleep. The last time he told them to 
go on and sleep, for the hour had come 
when he was to be betrayed. 

As they rose to go, a great crowd of 
men with sticks and swords came to 
meet them, with Judas leading the mob. 
He came up to Jesus and kissed him, 
saying, “Hail, master.” I know you feel 
as I do: How could Judas do this aw- 
ful thing, after having walked with 
the spotless, perfect Son of God for 
three years? It was because Satan took 
possession of him. He was paid thirty 
pieces of silver for betraying Jesus. He 
loved money. “Then all the disciples 
forsook him, and fled.” 

The mob took Jesus and brought him 
to the High Priest, Caiaphas.

But did you ever realize that Christ 
died for the sins of the world, and he 
never sinned? He is the spotless, sin- 
less one, and he died for the sins of 
others, for your sin and mine. The agony 
in the garden of Gethsemane was part 
of the suffering for us. How we should 
love the dear Lord! 

He was obedient unto his Father, even 
unto death.

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Let us look closely and reverently at 
this scene in Gethsemane, and compare 
it, as suggested in our lesson last week, 
with worship in the Holy Place. First 
we shall review the Holy Place of the 
Jewish Tabernacle. 

1. Beautiful. The inner walls of the 
compartment were hung with gorgeous 
curtains of “fine twined linen, and blue, 
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the table of shewbread as an example 
of the nourishment which God gives to 
man. At the end of the week these gave 
actual nourishment to the priests (Exod. 
25:30; Lev. 7:10). 

5. A Holy Place. Priests only, sep- 
arated and consecrated to service, could 
minister there (Exod. 28:1-3; 2 Chron. 
26:16). 

Now turn to our lesson text (Matt. 
26:36-46). Here we notice that the Lord 
Jesus left his friends, his “prayer part- 
ners,” to worship apart while he went 
deeper into the stillness of Gethsemane. 

1. It was a beautiful place, with its 
gnarled old olive trees and spring 
flowers. Beauty always exists in the 
presence of the Lord; and, girls, it is 
he who should occupy our hearts (Song 
of Sol. 5:10-16; Psa. 45:8). 

2. The garden was dark, but the Light 
of the world was there. Because he was 
willing to enter that dark place alone 
for fellowship with God, you and I are 
able to pass through any amount of 
darkness under the radiance of his love. 
He understands! (Psa. 23:4.) 

3. Fragrance of prayer. “He went a 
little farther, and fell on his face, and 
prayed.” The offering on the altar of 
incense was kindled with coals from the 
brazen altar where the sin-bearing lamb 
had been sacrificed. The intensity of 
Christ’s prayer in Gethsemane was kin- 
dled by the necessity of Calvary ahead. 

4. Nourishment. He “findeth them 
asleep.” “Found them asleep again.” 
“Saith unto them, Sleep on now, and 
take your rest.” Their loneliness would 
soon be almost unbearable, and the dis- 
ciples needed refreshing. But God the 
Son, in human body, needed nourish- 
ment and refreshment also, and the same 
God who had sent an angel to warn 
Joseph about danger to the infant Child 
(Matt. 2:13) sent an angel now to 
strengthen the Son in his anguish of 
heart (Luke 22:43, 44). 

5. A Holy Place. The priests went 
alone into the Holy Place, leaving the 
“world” outside. Christ went alone into 
Gethsemane while the world outside 
slept, or plotted vengeance against him 
(John 18:2). 


CurRIsT’s SURRENDER 


“O my Father, if this cup may not 
pass away from me, except I drink it, 
thy will be done.” Christ was willing 
to do God’s will. All personal ambition, 
all hope for a worldly career, all mate- 
rial comfort were forsaken; and at last, 
when he offered his life for a lost world, 
“all the disciples forsook him, and fled.” 
What was his motive in this complete 
surrender of self? Why was Christ will- 
ing to make such sacrifices? 

Human relationship with God is a per- 
sonal matter. Going to church, or ask- 


ing another to pray for us, while very 
helpful, will not take the place of in- 
dividual communion with our Heavenly 
Father. Because Christ realized the tre- 
mendous tragedy of absence from God, 
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he chose to become “sin” (not a sin- 
ner) and suffer the consequences of our 
sins in order to provide contact between 
sinful man and holy God (Isa. 53:10). 

In no other way could man meet God! 
Can you glimpse, now, the fullness of 
his love? 

Our SURRENDER 


In one university a physical education 
course in “Methods of Relaxation” is 
being arranged for the purpose of teach- 
ing students “how to do nothing.” A 
need for such a course was felt because 
of the ailments that develop from the 
high tension under which most of us 
live. 

Certainly much can be learned about 
relaxation in this hectic age, yet the only 
method of relaxation that will “work” 
during any and all circumstances is a 
heart contact with Christ. A tense, trou- 
bled heart consumes energy that should 
be extended in constructive enterprise. 
“Let not your heart be troubled,” the 
Lord Jesus said, and then he prayed 
even for the same men to whom he 
spoke. Down through the centuries his 
prayers and his messages have continued. 

What is it that quiets a troubled heart? 
“Believe in God”—Creator and Con- 
troller of the universe. “Believe also 
in me”—the Way, the Truth, the Life. 
As we believe, we, like John, may have 
the confidence “that, if we ask any thing 
according to his will, he heareth us” 
(Memory Verse). On our heart poster 
we shall place this dark blue heart to 
represent the intense love of a real and 
living Christ and his intercession for us.

I have a large class of young women, be- 
tween the ages of eighteen and twenty-five, 
and I would like to have you recommend a 
course for them to study. A few of them 
are already married and others are looking 
forward to having homes of their own. Is 
there not some course especially suited for 
their needs?—R. A. C. 


BELIEVE that the Preliminary Train- 
ing Course of the Evangelical Teacher 
Training Association should be investi- 
gated. Some of the young people will

be encouraged to enter Christian service 
once they have the benefit of this pre- 
liminary preparation, while practically 
all of them will need this training if 
they are to fulfill their obligation as 
teaching parents in the home. Three of 
the six units will provide them a com- 
plete survey of the entire Bible from 
Genesis to Revelation, while the units 
in Child Study and Pedagogy will be 
found indispensable for teaching either 
in the home or the Sunday school. 





What is the best time to conduct a class in 
teacher training?—C. H. C. 


OR yotng people the Sunday school 

hour is the easiest to arrange, since 
it does not require an extra evening in 
the week. For those who are already 
teaching, one unit (forty-five minutes) 
could be offered before or after the mid- 
week prayer meeting. Where the group 
is large, or it is possible to get several 
churches to unite for a community class, 
an entire evening should be set aside for 
this purpose. By teaching two units in 
one evening for twelve consecutive 
weeks one-third of the course ean be 
completed. 





Would it be possible for me to teach two 
units the same evening?—F. E. M. 


HILE it may be possible, it is not 

desirable for the same teacher to 
attempt to hold one class for an hour 
and a half. On one occasion I traveled 
eighty miles to give a class this continu- 
ous instruction each week, and found it 
wearisome for both teacher and students. 
I believe it is far better to have one 
teacher conduct the class in Child Study 
the first forty-five minutes, and another 
to give the instruction in Bible the sec- 
ond period. 





What is the best way to give missionary 
instruction in the Sunday school?—V. E. C. 


MISSIONARY superintendent can 

stimulate interest by arranging for 
special speakers to present the work in 
various fields. Missionaries when avail- 
able should be secured to address the 
school. However, the limitations of time 
and the wide range of ages represented 
in the assembly will make these plat- 
form messages more inspirational than 
instructive. Adequate information as 
well as inspiration is necessary for the 
making of a missionary-minded pupil. 
To the Catholic child religion may be 
a very formal thing, but it is neverthe- 
less a very constant and important thing. 
Only a missionary-minded teacher is in 
position to place that constant emphasis 
upon the Great Commission that will 
assure a missionary-minded pupil. The 
testimony of many a child is, “First I 
learned to love my teacher, and then I 
learned to love what my teacher was 
most interested in.” The key to mis- 
sionary enthusiasm, then, is the Sunday 
school teacher, and her interest will 
largely depend upon her training. The 
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subject of missions is one of the major 
studies of the Standard Course of the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Associa- 
tion, and arrangements are now being 
made to have this subject included in 
the Preliminary Training Course.

OD speaks to man in a number of 

ways. He speaks to us through his 
creation,— the wonders and beauties of 
nature (Rom. 1:20; Psa. 19:1-3). 

He spoke to men of old by the 
prophets, and in these last days he speaks 
to us by his Son; and both the voice 
of the prophets and the voice of his 
Son come to us through the written 
Word, which God has supernaturally 
inspired and has preserved infallible 
for us. 


God also speaks to us through con- 
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science, when it is cleansed and purged 
and enlightened by the Holy Spirit. 

However, it is important for us to 
recognize that God never speaks to us 
through any means contrary to or at 
variance with the Scriptures. The recog- 
nition of this fact will save us from de- 
lusion and confusion. 

God’s voice usually comes to us most 
clearly in the quiet, when we are read- 
ing his Word or when we are in prayer. 
There is, however, a form of listening 
for his voice that is at once unscriptural 
and dangerous. To sit down, with paper 
and pencil in hand, waiting for God 
to speak to us and ready to write down 
whatever comes to us opens us to the 
perils of the automatic writing of.the 
spiritists. There are many spirits other 
than the Holy Spirit (1 John 4:1), who 
are eager to speak to a mind voluntarily 
made blank and left wide open to any 
voice. If we would hear God’s voice, 
let us keep our minds occupied with 
him and his Word. 

% 

God’s Word tells us that hearing his 
still, small voice may mean many things 
to us. Perhaps it will be profitable to 
think of a few of them in this week’s 
prayer meeting. Hearing his voice means 
salvation. “To day if ye will hear his 
voice, harden not your heart” (Psa. 95: 
7, 8; Heb. 3:7, 8). God is not willing that 
any should perish. Constantly he is 
speaking to men, through the death of 
his Son and through his ambassadors 
(2 Cor. 5:18-21). 

4 

Hearing God’s voice brings assurance 
that we have indeed been born again 
and are children of God (Rom. 8:16; 1 
John 5:8, 9). The Holy Spirit speaks 
directly to our spirits and gives us this 
assurance.

Hearing God’s voice may mean dedi- 
cation. It was when Isaiah heard God 
speak saying, “Whom shall I send,. and 
who will go for us?” (Isa. 6:8), that he 
caught a vision for his lifework. To- 
day we may hear God say to us, “My 
son, give me thine heart” (Prov. 23:26), 
and through Paul, “I beseech you there- 
fore, brethren, by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a living sac- 
rifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which 
is your reasonable service” (Rom. 12:1).

To hear God’s voice brings to us direc- 
tion. There will be many times in life 
when we shall not know which way to 
take, but God has promised wisdom to 
those who lack it and will ask of him 
(Jas. 1:5), and we may indeed hear his 
voice saying to us, “This is the way, 
walk ye in it” (Isa. 30:21). 

Me 

God’s voice may sometimes mean pro- 
hibition. The first record we have of 
God’s voice to man was such a pro- 
hibition, for you will remember he said, 
“Of every tree of the garden thou may- 
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est freely eat: but of the tree of the 
knowledge of good and evil, thou shalt 
not eat of it” (Gen. 2:16, 17). God’s voice 
lovingly and wisely may forbid us to 
do that which he knows would hurt or 
harm.

God’s voice may mean to us correc- 
tion. You will remember that on one 
occasion he said to Joshua, “Get thee 
up; wherefore liest thou thus upon thy 
face?” (John 7:10.) To the discour- 
aged prophet Elijah on Mount Horeb 
he said, “What doest thou here, Elijah? 
... Go forth” (1 Kings 19:9, 11). And 
so God sometimes speaks to us through 
the Word and through the voice of con- 
science, telling us that what we have 
done does not please him, and showing 
his better way (Heb. 12:9, 10).

Hearing God’s voice often brings 
comfort. Each of us will meet times 
of trial and difficulty and perplexity. 
But just as Paul knew what it was to 
have the Lord stand by him in times 
of trial and say, “Be of good cheer” 
(Acts 23:11); and, “Fear not” (Acts 27: 
24), so we may hear God’s voice in 
times of difficulty. 
e 


Hearing God’s voice may bring us 
communion. God longs for fellowship 
with those who love him and want to 
serve him. His word to us is, “Behold, 
I stand at the door, and knock: if any 
man hear my voice, and open the door, 
I will come in to him, and will sup with 
him, and he with me” (Rev. 3:20). To 
eat together is a figure of the most in- 
timate, personal relationship that two 
may have, where the inmost thoughts 
and confidences are shared and ex- 
changed. Do you know God in this way? 
It is your marvelous privilege to do. so, 
if you will hear his voice.

A Noonday Service and 
Luncheon in a City Church 


HE John Street Church, the mother 

church of American Methodism, sit- 
uated in the heart of the downtown 
business district of New York City, has 
instituted a businessmen’s luncheon and 
service which is held at noon every 
Tuesday throughout the year. Luncheon 
for twenty-five cents is served down- 
stairs from eleven to two o'clock. 

The services upstairs are arranged 
and conducted by laymen, and addressed 
by well-known ministers and business 
leaders. Three complete services of 
song, prayer, and speaking are held. 
Preceding the service for fifteen minutes, 
an organ recital is given. At 12.15 the 
first period of hymn singing begins, with 
those attending selecting their favorite 
hymns. A Bible verse is memorized, 
occasional opportunity is given for 
prayers and testimonies by the men, 
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There is an informal atmosphere about 
the service which is unique, but at the 
same time helpful. At 12.30 the first 
fifteen-minute address is given. Then 
a period of hymn singing initiates the 
second service. The third and closing 
service is completed at 1.45. By having 
the services in rotation, all the men, 
even those with short lunch hours, are 
enabled to do some singing, some Bible 
memorization, and hear at least one mes- 
sage or part of it. A prayer band meets 
each week for intercessory prayer for 
the success of the work, for individuals, 
and for special needs. 

Many men who are visiting the city 
on Tuesdays make it a point to include 
a stop at the John Street luncheon and 
service. While the movement is still 
new, it is felt by many of the men them- 
selves that here is a type of religious 
meeting which is filling a real need. It 
may be described as a combination of 
the club luncheon and the midweek 
prayer meeting. The luncheon is an op- 
portunity for making new friends. Prac- 
tically all the men who attend the 
luncheon find time to go upstairs to the 
services. It is a laymen’s movement, by 
laymen, for laymen, but with the co- 
operation of the pastor of the church. 
The aim of the movement is to win men 
to Jesus Christ as Saviour and Lord. 
Because of these services, many men 
have entered into the life of their home 
churches with new vigor and inspira- 
tion. The effect of these services has 
been to stimulate person-to-person evan- 
gelism among businessmen. The result 
has been quite a number of definite de- 
cisions for Christ. 





| With the New Books 


Increasing Church School Attendance, 
By Albert H. Gage, D.D. (Zondervan 
Publishing House, Grand Rapids, Mich., 
$1.) Are you a puzzled pastor or super- 
intendent in search of a means for in- 
creasing Sunday school attendance? Or 
simply an average active Sunday school 
teacher, with an honest desire for a 
knowledge of fundamental principles in- 
volved in the successful management of 
a school? ‘Then here is a book you'll 
not want to miss. Dr. Gage, now pastor 
of the Mount Lebanon Baptist Church, 
Pittsburgh, presents a matter-of-fact an- 
alysis of the problems of the Sunday 
school. He speaks bluntly when he says, 
“Any church anywhere can increase its 
attendance if it really wants to have a 
bigger school.” But his summary dis- 
missal of common difficulties by way 
of positive approaches to the problems 
involved is a refreshing antidote to any- 
one brooding over Sunday school woes. 
For the most part Dr. Gage is concerned 
here with getting the pupil into the 
school, keeping him there, and then get- 
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ting him into the church. While he 
does devote one chapter to “Winning for 
Christ,” it is hardly an adequate han- 
dling of this subject,—nor does it ap- 
pear to pretend to be. Rather, in this, 
as well as in other chapters, he seeks 
to instill into Sunday school administra- 
tion and administrators that enthusiasm 
for this great work which is so sorely 
needed in these days. 


Candle Flames. By Lillian M. Weeks. 
(Lillian M. Weeks, R. D. No. 3, Marietta, 
Ohio, 35 cents.) Poems are indeed like 
candle flames when every one of them 
presents a well rhymed commentary on 
some text in the Word of God. All of 
these thirty-four from the pen of Miss 
Weeks are lit from the great Light of 
the world and full of an ardent love for 
the Lord Jesus. Some breathe the ex- 
altation of a soul at worship, some re- 
iterate the old verities of fundamental 
faith so precious to us all, others lead 
the reader to renewed consecration vows 
and deeper privilege in prayer life. One 
of the sweetest of the poems is that on 
Psalm 107:30, “So he bringeth them unto 
their desired haven,” which ends with 
the assuring words: 

The waves of the sea may be tempest- 

tossed, 
But you will out-ride each gale, 


And moor your boat in the harbor at last 
With the wind of his grace in your sail. 


Abraham to Allenby. By G. Frederick 
Owen. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing 
Co., Grand Rapids, Mich., $2.50.) Here 
is a series of vivid word pictures of out- 
standing incidents in the history of Pal- 
estine between the entry of Abraham 
and that of General Allenby. The geo- 
graphical background is sketched in and 
many details of the events are imagin- 
atively filled out. Occasional side lights 
from archeology are presented. To Bible 
students the most interesting part of the 
book will not be its brief sketches of 
Biblical incidents, but its interesting 
narrative of features of Palestinian his- 
tory of which the average person knows 
little or nothing, such as the account of 
the struggles of the Maccabees, of the 
life of Herod the Great, of the vicissi- 
tudes of the Crusades, and finally, of 
the British conquest. The author writes 
in an interesting, forceful way, and 
treats the incidents from Scripture with 
reverence. 


God’s World of Tomorrow. By William 
Ward Ayer, D.D. (Zondervan Publishing 
House, Grand Rapids, Mich., 25 cents.) 
The New York City World’s Fair has 
attempted to demonstrate what the world 
of tomorrow will be,—its people dwell- 
ing in push-button glass houses, able to 
accomplish incredible stratospheric 
travel, and possessors of the four Free- 
doms, Speech, Press, Assembly, and Re- 
ligion, all of which man is supposed to 
reach by his own achievement. But 
Bible students know that man never has 
and never can achieve any sort of a 
Golden Age because he is mastered by 
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sin and Satan. What the Christian would 
like to see in a similar display is, as 
Dr. Ayer says, a picture of man’s orig- 
inal innocence, another of his lost es- 
tate, a few examples of his colossal 
failures because of sin, a great Central 
Cross, a portrayal of our Lord’s Second 
Coming, and some demonstration of life 
as it will be when the world is redeemed 
from its curse. 

But though the World’s Fair exhibits 
do fall so pitiably short of the truth, 
God’s Word pictures for us the great 
White City of tomorrow,—so immense 
that New York will look like a country 
village in comparison, and so magnificent 
in glory and beauty that neither pen, 
brush, nor silver tongue can begin te 
describe it. These five messages are 
well worth not only the reader’s perusal, 
but also his assimilation and use,
